Texas Power & Light generating plants require 
enormous quantities of natural gas, lignite 
coal and, when deliveries of gas are curtailed, 
fuel oil. to produce electricity.

Flower Growers 


.A small community of 
vegetable 
and 
flower 
growers on the Scilly Islands 
south 
of 
E ngland 
have 
discovered a gift of nature 
that 
can 
profit 
every 
hom eow ner. The gift is 
simply that green, growing 
wind b a rrie rs can save 
m oney, conserve energy, 
make life more comfortable. 


The tem peratures there 
are ideal for production of 
fresh foods for the English 
mainland, but severe gales 
that blow in from the open 
sea 
m ade 
the 
growing 
almost impossible. 
Their 
answ er? 
They 
planted densely sheared 
hedges to shelter their fields. 
The barrier plantings keep 
out most of the wind’s force, 
and the wind that does pass 
through is forced into a 
down draft, keeping it from 
the gardens. 


Now. when Americans are 
m ore and m ore energy­ 
conscious. the A m erican 
Assn. 
of 
N urserym en 
suggests the lesson learned 
over the generations on the 
Scilly Islands has practical 
and important applications 
right where we live. The 
proper 
arran g em en t 
of 
green, growing plantings - 
trees, hedges, bushes - can 


m ake a home or other 
building w arm er in 
cold 
weather, cooler when the 
tem perature climbs. 
A wind barrier on the 
north or west side of a 
structure will reduce the 
wind velocity and heat loss 
from 
the building. 
Tests 
conducted with identical 
experim ental 
houses 
in 
South Dakota, for example, 
showed a sheltered dwelling 
used 40 percent less winter 
heating fuel than the same 
one that was unsheltered. In 
the more densely populated 
eastern states the sam e lest 
showed a IO percent saving 
in fuel. 
The same kind of planning 
can make a house cooler in 
sum m er 
m onths, 
too. 
Properly sited shade trees 
on the south and west sides 
of a building can make a 
c o o l n e s s 
d i f f e r e n c e 
averaging eight degrees. If 
the house is air-conditioned, 
that m eans energy and 
money saved; if it is not, it 
m eans the occupants will 
have 
a 
m ore 
pleasant 
season. 
The questions of what to 
plant and where and when 
can best be answered by a 
competent nursery garden 
center or your Agricultural 
Agent.

This 
encourages new growth and 
continued flowering. 
Don’t be alarm ed at the 
falling and yellowing leaves 
of 
m agnolia,

gardenia and abelia as this is 
normal for this season as the 
new grow th and foliage 
appears. 
Whe filling planter boxes, 
raising flower beds, or filling 
low spots, be sure to in­ 
vestigate the source of the 
soil. You m ay be creating 
more new problems than you 
are solving if the soil con­ 
tains weeds, disease or other 
pests.

Flea beetles will soon be 
causing damage in home 
vegetable 
gardens, 
ac­ 
cording 
to 
Jam es 
R. 
Risinger, 
Collin 
County 
Extension Agent. 
Several species of small 
beetles belong to this group 
and they range in size from a 
little longer than 
One- 
sixteenth inch up to nearly U 
inch. Many are shiny black 
or brown, while some a^e 
m etallic blue, green, or 
purple, and some are even 
striped. 


All 
species 
have 
an 
enlarged hind leg and are 
capable of jumping long 
distances in comparison to 
body size. Most species are 
rather skittish 
and will 
readily jump from the plant 
when 
approached 
or 
disturbed. 
Flea 
beetles 
feed 
by 
chewing tiny holes in the 
foliage. Infested plants show 
bleaching, wilting of leaves, 
and often a yellowing around 
the margin of leaves. Heavy 
infestations are capable of

In Berne 


BERNE, Ind. 
(U PI) - 
Members of the old order 
Amish, who live in simplicity 
and shun m odem comforts, 
depend alm ost entirely on 
coal to heat their homes. 
The coal comes to Bem e 
by Penn-Central Railroad. 
U nder 
national 
rail 
reo rg an izatio n p lan s, the 


I line through Bem e could be 
abandoned. 
There are 
more than IOO 
Amish homes in the area. 
Few if any use electricity, 
gas or oil for fuel, depending 
on coal and wood. 
“Take the railroad away 
and we are up against it,” a 
concerned Amishman said. 
“ We don’t want to com­ 
promise with the ‘world’ and 
go modern by using elec­ 
tricity and gas, so the only 
solution may be to move 
away where coal is more 
readily available.” 
The Amish use a lot of coal 
for heating their big old 
rural homes. Their homes 
mostly are large, two-story 
structures and few are in­ 
sulated. Most have several 
coal-burning 
stoves 
in 
constant use during cold 
weather. 
Amish may not believe in 
modern comforts, but they 
believe strongly in physical 
com fort. R eg ard less how 
much coal it takes, they 
insist on keeping their large 
families warm and cozy in 
the winter. 
If things reach the point 
where the Amish feel they 
m ust leave the Berne area 
because of the coal situation, 
it would not be the first full­ 
scale exodus of m em bers of 
the sect from Adams County. 
During the 
1960s 
more 
than a dozen families sold 
their farm s near Berne and 
moved to Missouri where 
land was cheaper and where 
they believed the danger of 
their young folk becoming 
“ too worldly” was less than 
in this a re a 
n ear Fort 
Wayne, one of 
Indiana’s 
largest cities. 
Word trickles back that, 
for the most part, Amish 
families who moved away 
are settled in their new 
communities. That includes 
the group which m igrated to 
Missouri and earlier groups 
which went to Iowa, Ten­ 
nessee and 
Pennsylvania. 
But a great many of the 
Hoosier Amish appear to 
have a 
sen tim en tal 
a t­ 
tachm ent to Indiana, where 
they live peacefully with 
their Old 
World customs 
am id their more modern 
neighbors, shunning the 
contem porary life styles but 
being tolerant of those who 
don’t.
